about one month.

propose a scheme of drainage that 
will not only take the water off the 
Everglades, but also keep enough wa- 
ter back to Irrigate the growing crops 
Curing seasons when there la little 
rain. This two-fold object of 
the 


cdramage scheme Is the part that has 
made the woft of the commission 
difficult, It Is said, and one which has 
necessitated the most careful meas- 
urements of rainfall and run-off.

before the final scheme Is adopted, 
the two assistant hydraulic engineers

by a Florida East Coast train near En 
terprise September 6 has been es- 
tablished and that the man's name 
was Joseph Murphy. It has 
been 


established that Joseph Murphy had 
a sister living in New York state, but 
aside from that nothing is known -of 
his relatives and nothing is known 
of the man himself. 


The man was 
killed 
about 
19 


o'clock in the morning of September' 
6, about one and a half miles west ot 
Enterprise. There was nothing 
on 


tha body to identify the man 
and 


the body was burled, according 
to 


the custom of the railroad, on 
the 


company's right of way. 


After his death A. W. Brown of 


Enterprise heard the man had said 
ha had been in Fort Pierce, 
and 


took up the investigation to see 
If 


he could establish the Identity of the 
dead man 


The first known of Joseph Murphy 


was when he was discovered in Fort 
Pierce one morning some time ago, 
after having laid out on the ground 
all night, suffering with a severe at 
tack of malaria 
He was unconscious 


when found and was removed to the 
Chester house, where he was given 
medical attention 
Father 
Gabriel 


was called to see the young man, 
and when the sick man had gained a 
semi-conscious 
state 
he told 
the 


priest his nmrae and that he had a 
sister living in New York state, giv- 
ing the name and address 


As he gained strength the young 


man asked Father Gabriel for work 
and was told he could have employ.

Among the numerous problems con 


fronting educationists, none perhaps 
is more Insistent or more difficult o 
Solution than that of the prevention 
of Infectious disease 
Viewed 
from 


any standpoint—hygiene, educatlona 
or financial—school epidemics 
are 


deplorable; yet, as Is evidenced b: 
reports from all parts of the country 
of the closure of schools owing to In 
fectlous outbreaks among the schol 
ars, all the 
remedies 
and all the 


palliatives hitherto brought to bear 
against them have done little more 
than touch the fringe of the evil 
It 


is strange, therefore, that one of the 
most obvious preventive measures— 
the systematic daily disinfection of 
schoolroom floors—is commonly over 
looked or ignored 


The most common school diseases 


are measles, diphtheria, scarlet fever 
and whooping cough, while the avail 
able data tends to show that tuber- 
culosis may exist among school child 
ren td a much greater extent than is 
usually believed 
The facts that the 


first four of these diseases are gen 
erally infectious before they can be 
diagnosed, and that both, scarlet fev- 
er and dlptheria remain so after the 
patient has apparently 
recovered, 


greatly increase the difficulty of pre- 
venting 
outbreaks among 
school 


children, and of confining 
within 


moderate limits such outbreaks when 
they have occurred 


The presence in most schools 


a certain proportion of children 
the infectious stages of one or other 
of the diseases already mentioned 
cannot be avoided, and seeing that 
each of these diseases is caused by 
specifi< get m. eiuh children cannot 
fail to diffuse infectious 
material, 


which, If allowed to accumulate on 
the floors, to become mingled 
with 


the dust and be Inhaled by the oth- 
er children, must give rise to 
fresh 


ien of disease 
This being so, it 


will be admitted on all hands that the 
one Intelligent method of preventing 
these dseases Is the tlimely destruc-

sec- 


tion, why do you not have canning 
establishments instead of sending for 
Baltimore canned goods?" 


It's hard to make an up-country 


truck grower understand that 
the 


Florida grower is so taken up with 
big profits in northern shipments of 
vegetables that he will not 
bother 


about marketing the surplus, or even 
the whole crop if it does not happen 
to hit the market right. 


Two years ago a man 
traveled 


through the country begging 
the 


truckers to arrange some plan where- 
by he could handle cucumber pickles 
In large quantities. "But," said the 
growers, "why should we cut 
the 


cucumbers at pickle size and sell at 
wholesale prices per ton 
when 
we 


can get a fancy crate price by letting 
them grow to cuke size?" 


That la but one instance of 
the 


kind, although we frequently 
see 


printed articles urging the establish' 
ment of canneries. 


Another instance will serve to an- 


swer the question. Some years ago 


St. Mary's textile starch factory 


tried to get farmers to plant cassava, 
guaranteeing to take the crop at a 
certain price per ton. 


Now, cassava is the easiest raised 


crop of anything grown In Florida. It 
is planted in small pieces in a drill 
and multiplies so greatly and 
the 


roots grow to such prodigious size 
that it would have been more profi- 
table to grow for that factory than 
potatoes are in the north. 


But would the farmers grow it, al- 


though the market was assured? No, 
the price was not fancy enough. We 
could multiply Instances, but this is 
sufficient for our purpose. 


The fact is, the grower in Florida 


becomes obsessed with the idea that 
Ae must make a fortune out of the 
ground to short order or he will not 
turn a, plowshare. 


It is all becaus^ of the 
inflated 


"get rich quick" notions put into the 
heads of intending settlers in Florida. 


"Come to Florida and live like a 


king," is one of the flaming headlines 
of an advertisement published in the 
magazines. 


Now, there are kings and 
kings, 


and to be sure, no one ie more 
a 


king than he who stands on his own 
broad acres and makes things grow, 
but the kingly Idea conveyed of sit- 
ting at ease 
under an 
impossible 


palm tree, with a leaf like a masto- 
don banana, fanning oneself with a 60 
dollar Panama hat and having half- 
clad sirens carry one water 
from 


some Ponce de Leon spring, while 
cocoanuts lined with gold leaf fall 
from the trees at one's feet—that pic- 
ture is quite beyond the royal truth, 
even in Florida. 


When a body of sure-enough farm- 


ers settle In Florida, men who will 
till the soil not only In speculative 
lust, but who will be content 
with 


a remuneration of $50 to a $100 an 
acre for gross crops, in addition to a 
big price for fancy crops when 
the 


northern market is right, then may 
we talk of canning factories, castor 
oil factories, etc. 


We believe in the great vegetable!

John Sauls, one of the most respect- 


ed citizens of Enterprise, died very 
suddenly at his residence on 
Pine 


street in that place early Friday morn- 
ing. Mr. Sauls was born In Callahan, 
Nasau county, Florida, In 1850. When 
tour years old his parents moved to 
where Barberville now is in Volusia 
county, and a few years later moved 
to a point east of Enterprise and 
north of Osteen on the line of the En- 
terprise and New Smyrna road. In 
1883 Mr. Sauls was married to Miss 
Bertha A. Bodine, of Medina, N. Y., 
niece of the late J. H. Bodine, of Enter- 
prise. Besides his wife, Mr. Sauls 
leaves one son, Ralph J. Sauls, and 
one daughter, Mrs. Leon Wright, of 
Lake Helen, and seven sisters, Mrs. 
H. F. Quackenbos and Mrs. Sarah 
Davis of Lake Enterprise; Mrs. Zeno- 
bia Brooks of Osteen; Mrs. R. C. Bush- 
nell and Mrs. Ellen Carlisle of De- 
Land; Mrs. Charlotte Screvin of Mi- 
ami, and Mrs. Mary Gains of Oak Hill. 
For 37 years Mr. Sauls was in partner- 
ship with Hon. William S. Thayer of 
Enterprise. About four years ago this 
partnership was dissolved, Mr. Sauls 
taking over the outside interests of the 
firm. The funeral was held from All 
Saints church, Enterprise, Saturday 
morning, September -20, services being 
conducted by Rev. Alleyn of DeLand. 


Col. Charles Dougherty, close per- 


sonal friend of the deceased, pays the 
following tribute to his memory: 


Some time during the night follow- 


ing Thursday, the 18th utt, John Sauls 
departed this life, and a valuable man 
and citizen was no more. At work the 
day before, the summons of the herald 
death did not, it seems, disturb his 
rest. The manner of his death was a 
fit crown for the manner of his life. 


Soon after he attained his majority, 


I made his acquaintance, which soon 
ripened into that 
close 
friendship 


which has lasted without interruption 
for more than 40 years. To him came 
much of the good fortune of this world. 
It came because he deserved it 
Con- 


sidering his early opportunities, 
rather the lack of them, he was a re- 
markable man. At about 21, he went 
into partnership with Hon. Win. S. 
Thayer and it suffices to say that the 
two made their firm, for probity and 
fair dealing, all that a mercantile firm 
should be. Then he sought and found 
a wife in every way worthy of him; 
so that with only one financial dis- 
aster, not his fault, his lite was one 
of marked success. 


While he gave to his family, 
his 


friends and his business the full mea- 
sure of his energetic attention, he mea- 
sured up to all the duties of citizen- 
ship. Seeking no office, he did Indi- 
vidually as much as any one to re- 
deem his state from that travesty of 
government which rested like a pall 
upon it when he first became a voter; 
for he was a militant enemy of the 
"carpet bag" regime. While profitable 
preferment was offered him, he chose 
to battle in the ranks. Once only 
could he be induced to take an office, 
when, as a matter of duty, he became 
a member and chairman of our county 
school board. 
The ability, practical 


and businesslike methods of that 
board were recognized at the time, and 
are well remembered to this day. The 
plain truth is, that he was of full sta- 
ture when measured according to the 
standards fixed for able, honest man- 
hood. He was the Incarnation of reli- 
ability. Cheerful, kind, frank and gen- 
erous, he was wonderfully endowed 
with that most uncommon commodity 
called "common sense." Many might 
differ with and criticize him, but all 
respected him and gave him full credit 
for sincerity. After deliberation, as 
stable as a mountain, as firm set as a 
rock, his firmness was utterly devoid 
of stubbornness. In all the walks and 
acts of life he was a man—a manly, 
courageous man. Yet, with all that. It 
was as son, as husband, as father and 
as friend that he towered hleh above 
many of his kind. No brief sketch 
can do his character justice, as I knew 
him; and if any man knew him better 
and has tried him more thoroughly 
than I, that man knew him perfectly 
and has tested him to the limit. 
Therefore, I am inclined to speak to 
rath*r th»n of Mm, for looking back 
over 40 years I see him every Inch 
a man and time has not diminished 
'my estimate of him. I speak to you, 
John Sauls, my trtend-^ny good 
friend. You hav* "cast off" before me. 
You hav* s*lled th* unknown sea, you

Congressman L'Engle contends that 


the provision of the act makes the re- 
districting of the state inoperative 
until the expiration of the present 
terms of office of the congressmen 
now serving from this state. The 
terms will expire March 4. 9115. If 
the act is construed to mean that the 
state is not divided Into congressional 
districts until the date mentioned, then 
no election can be held to fill the of- 
fice from each of the tour districts un- 
til the autumn of 1916, and a con- 
gressman-at-large will have to be 
nominated at the primary next sum- 
mer and elected one year later.

friendship 


which has lasted without interruption 
for more than 40 years. To him came 
much of the good fortune of this world. 
It came because he deserved it Con- 
sidering his early opportunities, or 
rather the lack of them, he was a re- 
markable man. At about 21, he went 
into partnership with Hon. Win. S 
Thayer and it suffices to say that the 
two made their firm, for probity and 
fair dealing, all that a mercantile firm 
should be. Then he sought and found 
a wife in every way worthy of him; 
so that with only one financial dis- 
aster, not his fault, his life was one 
of marked success. 


While he gave to his family, 
his 


friends and his business the full mea- 
sure of his energetic attention, he mea- 
sured up to all the duties of citizen- 
ship. Seeking no office, he did Indi- 
vidually as much as any one to re- 
deem his state from that travesty of 
government which rested like a pall 
upon it when he first became a voter; 
for he was a militant enemy of the 
"carpet bag" regime. While profitable 
preferment was offered him, he chose 
to battle in the ranks. Once only 
could he be induced to take an office, 
when, as a matter of duty, he became 
a member and chairman of our county 
school board. 
The ability, practical 


and businesslike methods of that 
board were recognized at the time, and 
are well remembered to this day. The 
plain truth is, that he was of full sta- 
ture when measured according to the 
standards fixed for able, honest man- 
hood. He was the Incarnation of reli- 
ability. Cheerful, kind, frank and gen- 
erous, he was wonderfully endowed 
with that most uncommon commodity 
called "comnon sense." Many might 
differ with and criticize him. but all 
respected him and gave him full credit 
for sincerity. After deliberation, as 
stable as a mountain, as firm set as a 
rock, his firmness was utterly devoid 
of stubbornness. In ail the walks and 
acts of life he was a man—a manly, 
courageous man. Yet, with all that. It 
was as son, as husband, as father and 
as friend that he towered high above 
many of his kind. No brief sketch
